lACUC protocols 02920 & 03053 (Lemay): 

The PI requested and the lACUC approved a permanent exemption to the USDA requirement for 
an elevated perch in the cat’s cage following spinal cord transaction surgery. Spinalized cats 
cannot reach an elevated perch, so the devices are not useful in this population. Additionally 
such devices may result in injury to the animal should it become entrapped. Padded flooring is 
provided for the animal in its cage.
